H. Emswiler, ST., of Etna, Licking 
aunty, Ohio. The letter follows: 
'Perhaps it would be of interest to 


Advocate subscribers to read some- 
hing of the people and cauntry of the 
nterior of the leland of Luzon. Our 
•ompany ia located in the pueblo of 
Jervantes near the center of the is- 
and, about 3,000 feet above sea-level, 
c is .very healthy here, .there being 
but little sickness. Malarial fsver, dys- 
initery, etc, which are very common 
disestses along the coast and the law- 
ands of the island are but lit lie known 
here. 
'Cervantes 
is 
surrounded by 


high mountain ranges whose slopes 
are covered -with fine fores-tB. 
The 


river Abra which has its source in the 
mountains flows near this place. 'It is 


L winding stream, about 300 miles 
ong and one-half mile wide. In 'the 
ned of this 
river 
issues the "Hot 


Springs", one of the natural curiosi- 
ties of the islands. It is a fine bathing 
place and the boys of our company 
rake advantage of it daily. 
At its 


source it is BO hot that one can bare- 
ly place his finger in it, about ten 
yards from its origin it meets the eo'id 
water from the river and a person can 
place one of hia hands in hot water 
and the other in cold. 


The soil here is very fertile. 
The 


people raise corn, potatoes, beans, rio" 
and vegetables of 'all kinds. 
Cocoa- 


nuts, mangoes, bananas, pine-apples 
are also raised. Potatoes and corn are 
principally raised by the Igorata*, or 
head hunters, a low class of people, 
inhabiting the surrounding mountain0. 
The principal animals found here are 
horsss, cattle, caribous, hoge, monkeys 
dogs, goats, sheep, deer, snakes ana 
lizzards. The cattle are of Australian 
origin. 
The !Presidente or chief offi- 


cer of this 
town owns a fine herd 


They are somewhat larger than the 
Jerseys raised in the States. He sup- 
plies our country 
daily with fresi 


beef. 
The hogB are a species of the 


wild hog and are slaughtered when 
they .weigh about 50 or 60 pounds I 
might say in connection with this 
that all of the customs of tne people 
is, that any man in accepting a native 
seniorerta ats his wife is expected to 
present her fatner with one of tnese 
pigs. The shssp raised here are about 
half goat and tae other half sheep. A 


eking county farmer would consider 


ic an insult for one of thei-e animals 
to walk across his farm 
The hor=es 


are about 'the siza of a Texaa pony. 
They were used by the nanvoj as cav- 
alry horse?. The only thing that they 
are fit for is to carry a weary soldier 
across the mountain?. The natives al- 
so use them as pack animaK Uncle 
Sam uses mules for that purpose. Car- 
iboua are the most useful animals 


here. They are used ais beasts of bur- 
den. 
The natives use their flesh as 


food, and their hide is converted in- 
to leather. 


One of the favorite pastimes of :he 


soldier 113 hunting the wild deer, which 
are very numerous here. Four of us 
obtained an eight days' DOES and start- 
ed for the mountains. We secured six 
Igorotes to carry our urovisions and 
tents, etc. We took our Krag-Jorgen- 
son rifles and one hundred cartridges 
each with us. 
"We remained out six 


days and them started for cami» with 
four deer and one wild hog. Th's was 
the result of cur six days hunt. 


Every Filipino here owns from one 


to twelve dogs.' They keep them to 
give them .warning of the approach of 
the Igorot€B, who often enter their 
yards and houses and steal chickens 
or whatever they can find. They are 
also used for chow-chow. 'Lizzards 
are found in great numbers, weighing 
from BIX ounces to ten pciunds, and as 
large as a small alligator. 


In sneaking, atteocrantes, I. used the 


term pueblo. AH. places on itbls island 
are divided into two clasises; -Barrios 
and Pu.ebflos. A Barrio is a small vil- 
lage about the size of Jersey or Etna, 
All other places are called, pueblos. In 
every pueblo is located a Catholic 
church and convent. These are not to 
be seen in barrios. Thesa churches 
were built by the Spaniards and the 
material of which they are composed 
is wood and brick. 
They are large 


and commodious buildings. The con- 
vente are composed of the same ma- 
terial They are now used as quarters 
for Uncle Sam's soldiers. They wil; 


hold 
from 
200 to 800 troops. 
The 


church located here was built over 120 
years ago and is still in an excellent 
state of preservation. 


When the Americana first came here 


the natives deposited the dead in a 
grave without placing the corpse in a 
coffin. 
They are now compelled to 


place the dead in a box of some kind 
before depositing the corpse in the 
grave. 


One of the favorite pastimes of the 


Filipinos 
is cock-fighting. 
This is 


their national game, tout this Is prohib- 
ted now by American laws. In every 
pusblo and barrio hundreds of the na- 
tives would congregate with their fa- 
vorite birds, and large sume of money 
would be 
They pla 


wagered on the favorites. 


ce a (small steel knife just 


above the spar on the right 'leg of 'the 
bird. 
This knife is as sharp as a 


razor, and the bird that makes the 
first onset generally gains the victory. 
Sometimes the first blow delivered 
will place its antagonist aors de oom- 
hat. The fight is opened by the pre=;- 
idente, who gives the word of com- 
mand opening the fight The American 
Government considered this a too bar- 
barous mode of fighting and therefore 
it is now prohibited. 


The Fourth of July wa-s a gala day 


for the soldiers and natives. The aol- 
di-?r=s engaged in wrestling, foot races, 
broad jumping, potato races, e:c. The 
natives had a greased pole, greased 
pig and the Igorotes of the mountains 
came down and amused us with their 
war dince which is somewhat like the 
American Indian war dance. In the 
afternoon the Filipinos presented o\ur 
company with a fine flag, which was 
highly appreciated. 


The people of these islands are very 


troaeherous and superstitions. 
Mos; 


of the nativea belong to the Catholic 


ohiurch. In every pueblo is one or more 
priests, either a Spaniard or Filipino, 
and they are the moot learned men to 
be found on the islands among the 
Spaniards and natives. 
They have 


great influence over .the people. Near- 
ly all of the natives speak the Spanish 
language, 
but 
they are now being 


taught the English language. 
Bald- 


win's ee-ries of readers is used in near- 
ly all the schools. Natives that could 
not understand one word of English 
six months ago can now speak the 
English language fluently. The na- 
tives used the Spanish and Mexican 
money before the Americans gained 
control of the islands, but they are 
now using 'American money also. You 
buy an article of any kind and give 
chem American money they will give 
you Spanish 
or 
Mexican coin as 


change. They hold on to all American 
money they can obtain. The lowes- 
denomination of money nised here is 
the Sepan, an iron or copper coin 
about the size of the old 'American 
cent 
The ones need are princfipjally 


counterfeits. The American miners 
cain them and sell one hundred ana 
sixty of them for one American dollar. 
They sell them to (the natives and 
they are also accepted by the mer- 
chants. But if you buy 
an article 


worth fifty cents of one. of them and 
give an American silver dollar, they 
will give you in change eighty sepans, 
but very seldom, will they give silver 
as change, and in order to obtain it, 
it is necessary to "obla" iwith them, 
isomeoimes for a half hour before they 
will part with -their silver. American 
soldiers are now paid with paper and 
silver money. 
They were formally 


paid in gold and in (trading with the 
natives they would preisent their .gold 
money to them and that would be th'? 
last of it. They hide it and it never 
goes into circulation. 


In conclusion •! wish to say that it 


will be several years before the people 
'here learn what a free form of govern- 
ment is. The majority of the nativse 
are not more than half-civilized, and 
thousands of them are far inferior to 
the. American Indians when America 
was first discovered by Columbus. The 
most highly civilized tribee live in the 
country and cities along .the coast. 
There are natives on this island who 
never saw a white man, and many of 
them, especially those belonging to the 
Igorate tribe wear no clothing what- 
ever. They have learned more in the 
short time .that they have been under 
American control, than they learned 
for three hundred and eighty years

SHAFFER'S SIDE OF IT 


Reveals Terms of Settlement 


of the Steel Strike. 


ATE. TUESDAY, SEPTM8ER 24, 1901. 


ALSO TELLS STORY OF THE STRUGGLE 


Willing to Resign If Members of tbe 


Amalgamated Think Him 
Ineffi- 


cient and Incapable—Loss of tbe 
Fight and Some of the Causes That 
Contributed Thereto. 
Pittsburg, Sept. 24.—President Shaf- 


fer has addressed a circular to all dis- 
tricts, giving a history of the recent 
strike of tin, steel and iron workers, 
and the terms of settlement The cir 
cular reads in part: 


"As our strike advanced we were 


confident of winning until the news- 
papers deliberately and maliciously 
published statements which were re- 
plete with lies. Our people began to 
doubt and upbraid; some who had 
been officials deserted, and afterward, 
like J. D. Hickey of Milwaukee, ac- 
cepted the terms of the trust and 
scabbed. Hundreds who dared not 
sleep at home went to other places, 
and in nearly every mill the trust de- 
cided to run were many A. A. men 
from striking mills. 
We knew our 


cause would be lost, but proceeded, 
feeling sure we could win if support 
could be secured for the faithful strik- 
ers. 
The American. Federation gave 


us not 1 cent. The report that finan- 
cial help came from the national lodge 
of the mine workers is absolutely 
false—we received nothing. 


"Perceiving the lack of money, loss 


of public approval, desertion by hun- 
dreds of our own people and neglect 
by other organizations would render it 
impossible to gain a decisive victory, 
we endeavored to save what we could. 
I arranged for Mr. Gompers of the 
American Federation of Labor to meet 
Mr. Morgan to euect a settlement. 
Mr. Morgan gave up nis vacation, 
went to New York and waited for Mr. 
Gompers, who failed to appear, nor 
has he since explained why he neg- 
lected our interests." 


Mr. Shaffer here reviews the several 


fruitless peace conferences held be- 
tween trust officials and the labor 
leaders. He continues: 


"We waited for the coal miners and 


other men to be called out. They 
were willing to come, as thousands 
assured us, but they have not been 
called and the trust was more sure 
that with other organized labor bodies 
against us we must be defeated. Our 
people became disheartened; they 
sent letters and telegrams asking the 
board to settle. That body gave full 
power to the national officers and the 
latter requested your president to 
seek a conference. He was successful 
after many difficulties.
